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New Medicare Card 
coming in the Mail, Don’t 
Fall Victim to Scammers 

More than 900,000 Kentucky Medicare 
recipients to receive new ID cards soon 


Ahead of the fed¬ 
eral government mail¬ 
ing more than 900,000 
Kentucky Medicare re¬ 
cipients new I.D. cards, 
Attorney General Andy 
Beshear is warning en- 
rollees to be on the look¬ 
out for scams. 

The mailing of the 
new cards, which are de¬ 
signed to help minimize 
fraud by replacing the 
members’ Social Securi¬ 
ty numbers with 11-digit 
I.D. numbers, are trigger¬ 
ing scam warnings across 
the nation. Kentuckians 
are expected to start re¬ 
ceiving the cards in their 
mailbox starting soon. 

Reports indicate 
scammers are pretending 
to be Center for Medi¬ 
care and Medicaid em¬ 
ployees calling enrollees 
and claiming they need 
to provide personal and 
financial information or 
a payment in order to re¬ 
ceive, replace or activate 
their new card. 

“I want Kentucky 
senior citizens to know 
Medicare will never ini¬ 
tiate a call and ask to 
verify information over 
the phone,” said Bes¬ 
hear. “If you are contact¬ 
ed by someone claiming 
to be a Medicare employ¬ 
ee asking for informa¬ 
tion, money or threaten¬ 
ing to cancel your health 
benefits, hang up and re¬ 
port the scam to the fed¬ 
eral government at 1 - 
800-MEDICARE.” 

The federal health 
insurance program is for 
Americans 65 and old¬ 
er and in 2015, Congress 
ordered I.D. numbers re¬ 
place Social Security 
numbers on the cards. 

According to Medi¬ 
care, gov, as long as an 
enrollee’s address is up- 
to-date, they do not need 
to do anything to receive 


their new card. To update 
an address, visit your My 
Social Security account 
or call 800-772-1213. 

This year, Beshear’s 
Office of Senior Protec¬ 
tion and Mediation re¬ 
ceived reports of Medi¬ 
care and other insurance 
scams in Anderson, 
Boone, Boyle, Galla¬ 
tin, Jefferson, Jessamine, 
Kenton, Scott and Spen¬ 
cer counties. 

Kenton County Sher¬ 
iff Charles Korzenborn 
recently notified resi¬ 
dents of a similar Medi¬ 
care scam where the call¬ 
er claimed they could 
qualify and enroll a local 
senior in Medicare. 

“After receiving this 
call, our citizen was sus¬ 
picious and immediate¬ 
ly contacted the national 
Medicare fraud number 
and was assured it was 
a scam and that Medi¬ 
care never advises of 
coverage options via the 
phone,” said Korzen- 
bom. “This citizen did 
the right thing by con¬ 
tacting Medicare, our of¬ 
fice and Attorney General 
Beshear’s office to report 
the call and thankfully no 
personal information was 
exchanged.” 

One of Beshear’s top 
priorities is to protect 
Kentucky consumers, 
especially seniors, from 
scams, abuse and exploi¬ 
tation. 

To help Kentuckians 
stay ahead of new and 
trending scams, Beshear 
launched Scam Alerts - 
a communication service 
that alerts Kentuckians 
when con artists are on 
the attack. Beshear urges 
all Kentuckians to sign¬ 
up for Scam Alerts by 
texting the words KYO- 
AG Scam to GOV311 
(468311) or enroll online 
at ag.ky.gov/scams.

My mother also 
taught me one of life’s 
greatest leadership les¬ 
sons.

Paintings of 
Augusta Schools 
to be on display 
during Art in the 
Garden, June 2 nd 

Art in the Garden 
will be held in Augusta 
on Saturday, June 2, from 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on West 
Riverside Drive. The 
ten paintings of Augusta 
schools will be on dis¬ 
play between Williams 
and Ferry Streets. The 
paintings are rarely in a 
public setting, so don’t 
miss this opportunity to 
view them. 

Most of the oil paint¬ 
ings were commissioned 
by Augusta College ar¬ 
chivist and historian Bill 
Baker. Delilah Young, 
formerly of Augusta 
and currently residing 
in Campbellsville, Ken¬ 
tucky, has worked with 
Baker for nearly a year 
with his supplying im¬ 
ages for the six paint¬ 
ings of various buildings 
associated with Augusta 
College and public edu¬ 
cation in Augusta. 

The earliest image 
is the Robert Schoolfield 
subscription school which 
was located in a two-story 
log cabin on West River¬ 
side Drive which is now 
a private residence. The 
latest school painting is 
the Augusta Independent 
School with the most re¬ 
cent additions. 

Baker has donated 
the paintings to Augusta 
College Echo Hall As¬ 
sociation, and they will 
be secured by Augusta 
Independent School until 
the Echo Hall Museum 
opens.

BEING DISCIPLINED 

“Discipline” is a word that is pregnant with 
meaning. We can use the expression “being 
disciplined” to mean that one shows self restraint 
and has regulated his or her life in such a way that 
there is order and that one’s life is productive. We 
can also talk of “being disciplined” to mean that 
one is being punished by external forces or agents. 
Parents discipline their children in an attempt to 
help them develop that self restraint or discipline 
which is necessary for them to function well. In a 
spiritual context, discipline is likewise pregnant 
with meaning. There are a variety of practices 
which might be termed “disciplines,” such as 
fasting, praying, and obedience, which deepen 
our spiritual lives and help us develop the proper 
self-restraint in the spiritual realm. Self restraint 
is such an important character trait that without 
it life becomes chaotic. People who cannot 
restrain themselves find themselves addicted to 
drugs, incarcerated, and without the material 
resources to sustain their own lives. The religious 
disciplines are helpful in training people to be 
autonomous, self-restrained members of society, 
but many of us have forgotten how to do these 
things, which is why having a spiritual mentor 
or guide is important. Over the coming weeks, 
we will examine a variety of spiritual disciplines, 
including meditation, fasting, praying, and study, 
as well as simplicity, service and submission. 
Reflect on areas of your own life where you need 
to be more disciplined. - Christopher Simon

packing material is Styro¬ 
foam, it’s been disposed 
in your Rumpke trash! 
That flattened box in the 
recycling trailer means 
there is maximum capac¬ 
ity available for others to 
use and that equals happy 
smiles all around! 

In 2017 we delivered 
273,680 pounds of recy¬ 
cling material to the Ma¬ 
son County Recycling 
Center, but we have no 
means of determining 
the poundage of trash 
and non-recyclable ma¬ 
terials that we removed 
from Bracken County’s 
nine recycling trailers! 


Some of the material was 
plastic and those citizens 
thought they were actu¬ 
ally recycling but 95% of 
items removed are trash! 
When we checked the 
trailer behind the Brooks¬ 
ville Fire Department re¬ 
cently we removed a bag 
of assorted food products 
with opened containers 
of mac and cheese and 
mashed potatoes! Can 
you imagine the mess 
this would have created 
had these items not been 
removed? Those pota¬ 
toes and macaroni would 
have contaminated many 
pieces of legitimate recy¬ 
cling material and don’t 
forget the human factor 
involved! Mason County 
Recycling Center is a 
single stream operation 
which means that me, 
you and any other recy¬ 
cler is not required to 
sort the material. All re¬ 
cycling is hand sorted by 
inmates which is a huge 
convenience for any re¬ 
cycler, but messy food, 
bathroom trash and other 
garbage is unsanitary and 
unhealthy for those work¬ 
ers! For those of you who 
do not have trash service 
and choose to use the re¬ 
cycling trailers as your 
private dumpsters — stop 
this illegal practice and 
call 877-786-7537 to pro¬ 
cure Rumpke Services! 

Always remember 
to follow these “R’s” to 
maintain a healthy, clean 
and safe environment 
and to be good stewards 
of this earthly home -

Henry Clay’s Home 

Maysville Academy 
students recently trav¬ 
eled to Lexington to visit 
Ashland, the home of 
Henry Clay, after learn¬ 
ing about him in Oratory 
class. Their history les¬ 
son was brought to life 
as they walked the halls 
of Clay’s home, a Federal 
Style country residence 
that was built in 1789. 
As they visited Ashland, 
their lesson about Henry 
Clay was more than a 
classroom experience; 
they could see history 
with their own eyes. 

Henry Clay was a 
major figure in national 
politics during the early 
nineteenth century, being 
elected to the Kentucky 
General Assembly in 
1803. At 29, he was cho¬ 
sen as the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives 
and served as Speaker in 
the Twelfth, Thirteenth, 
F ourteenth, F ifteenth, 

and Sixteenth Congress¬ 
es. Henry Clay has been 
honored by American his¬ 
torians as one the greatest 
United States Senators 
ever. Clay and his wife, 
Lucretia, and his 11 chil¬ 
dren lived at Ashland un¬ 
til his death in 1852. 

The Maysville Acad¬ 
emy, a non profit school, 
was established in 2012 
in downtown Maysville 
to provide rigorous aca¬ 
demic instruction to chil¬ 
dren ages 5 through 17, 
Kindergarten through 
12 th Grade.

Tick Season Underway Across Kentucky 

State public health officials to host Facebook Live 
discussion about tick awareness, prevention on June 4

Summer is almost 
here. We’ve already ex¬ 
perienced some heat, just 
a taste of what’s to come. 
Humans aren’t the only 
ones who suffer when 
the temperatures rise. 
Farm animals feel it, too. 
You can recognize when 
your livestock may be in 
danger from the heat and 
can take steps to increase 
their comfort when the 
temperature rises. 

Livestock become 
uncomfortable when the 
heat index reaches about 
90 degrees. The heat in¬ 
dex is a combination of 
air temperature and hu¬ 
midity; we use it to de¬ 
scribe how it feels out¬ 
side. 

The University of 
Kentucky Agricultural 
Weather Center regu¬ 
larly monitors heat indi¬ 
ces across the state and 
provides an index of its 
own - the Livestock Heat 
Stress Index - to help 
producers know when 
heat stress could create a 
problem for their animals. 
The county-by-county in¬ 
dex indicates three levels 
of heat stress: no stress, 
danger stress and emer¬ 
gency stress. 

Periods of heat stress 
call for livestock produc¬ 
ers to be vigilant in mak¬ 
ing sure their animals 
are adequately prepared. 
One of the most impor¬ 
tant things you can do 
is provide cool, clean 
drinking water. Provid¬ 
ing an adequate source of 
drinking water helps keep 
animals’ internal body 


temperatures within nor¬ 
mal limits. You should 
shade above-ground wa¬ 
ter lines so they do not 
act as solar water heaters 
and make the water too 
hot to drink. 

It is also important 
for animals to have shade 
and for buildings to be as 
open as much as possible 
for adequate ventilation. 
Sprinkler systems that 
periodically spray a cool 
mist on the animals can 
also be beneficial. 

It is best to avoid 
working your animals 
during periods of heat 
stress. You should also 
avoid transporting live¬ 
stock during those times. 
When you must transport 
livestock, haul fewer ani¬ 
mals per load. Planning 
trips so the animals can 
be loaded immediately 
before leaving and un¬ 
loaded quickly upon ar¬ 
rival can likewise help 
you minimize the risk. 

To keep up-to-date 
with Kentucky’s Live¬ 
stock Heat Stress Index, 
access the Agricultural 
Weather Center’s website 
http://wwwagwx.ca.uky. 
edu or contact the Brack¬ 
en County Cooperative 
Extension Service. 

Educational pro¬ 
grams of the Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension

With spring now in 
full swing, people are 
taking advantage of the 
warmer weather and 
spending more time out¬ 
side. 

This also is the time 
when tick activity in¬ 
creases across Kentucky. 

The Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources and 
the Kentucky Department 
for Public Health are re¬ 
minding people to take 
precautions against tick 
bites, which can transmit 
serious and potentially 
deadly illnesses. 

“A tick bite can spoil 
an otherwise great day 
outdoors,” said Karen 
Waldrop, Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife deputy com¬ 
missioner. “Plan ahead to 
protect yourself against 
ticks.” 

Tick awareness and 
prevention will be the 
focus of a Facebook Live 
discussion with state 
public health officials on 
June 4. The online event 
is scheduled to start at 
1 p.m. (Eastern). To ac¬ 
cess the livestream, visit 
the Kentucky Cabinet 
for Health and Family 
Services’ Facebook page 
at facebook.com/kychfs. 
Questions can be emailed 
in advance to chfs.com- 
munications@ky.gov or 
posted in the comments 
section during the event. 

“Spring and early 
summer are peak times 
for tick bites, which co¬ 
incide with people ven¬ 
turing outdoors in the 
warmer weather,” said 
Jeffrey D. Howard, Jr., 
acting Department for 
Public Health commis¬ 
sioner. “It’s important 
that people take preven¬ 
tive measures against 
tick bites and also look 
out for ticks after visit¬ 
ing affected areas. We 
encourage everyone to 
remember these four 
steps of protect, check, 
remove and watch to pro¬ 
tect themselves and oth¬ 
ers from tick bites.” 

Protect - Protect 
yourself from tick bites 
by avoiding areas where 
ticks live, such as wood¬ 
ed and brushy areas, tall

grasses, woodpiles, leaf 
litter, and areas close to 
the ground. Take action 
to decrease your risk of 
infection by wearing an 
Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency-registered 
tick repellent contain¬ 
ing at least 20 percent 
DEET, picaridin, IR3535 
or one with lemon euca¬ 
lyptus. When possible, 
wear protective cloth¬ 
ing (light-colored, long- 
sleeved shirts and pants 
tucked into socks) when 
outdoors to keep ticks 
off your body. Clothing, 
boots and other gear can 
be treated with perme- 
thrin, a commonly used 
insecticide that repels 
and kills ticks, mosqui¬ 
tos and other pests. One 
treatment can withstand 
several washings. Allow 
any articles treated with 
permethrin to dry before 
use. It should not be ap¬ 
plied directly to the skin. 
Permethrin is safe around 
many animals, but high¬ 
ly toxic to cats. Before 
sure to keep any sprayed 
items away from cats. If 
you have pets talk with 
your veterinarian about 
the use of tick prevention 
treatments. You should 
regularly check your pet 
for ticks. 

Check - Check 
yourself and others for 
ticks after spending time 
outdoors. Be sure to 
check your entire body 
for ticks using a hand¬ 
held or full-length mirror 
to view all parts of your 
body after returning from 
tick-infested areas. Par¬ 
ents should check their 
children for ticks. Check 
under the arms, in and 
around the ears, inside 
the belly button, behind 
the knees, between the 
legs, around the waist 
and especially in and 
around the hair. Be sure 
to check your gear and 
pets for ticks because 
they hitchhike inside of 
your clothing where they 
are not readily visible. 


If possible, change your 
clothes and shower after 
spending time outdoors. 
Tumble dry clothes in 
a dryer on high heat for 
10 minutes to kill ticks 
on dry clothing after you 
come indoors. If clothes 
require washing, hot wa¬ 
ter is recommended to ef¬ 
fectively kill ticks. 

Remove - Remove 
any imbedded ticks as 
soon as possible. Use 
tweezers to grab the tick 
close to the skin and gen¬ 
tly pull on the tick with 
steady pressure. Do not 
j erk or twist the tick. Wash 
your hands and the bite 
site with soap and water 
after the tick is removed. 
Apply an antiseptic to 
the bite site. Do not use 
alcohol, matches, liquid 
soap or petroleum jelly 
to remove a tick. Dispose 
of a tick by submersing 
it in alcohol, placing it 
in a sealed bag/contain¬ 
er, wrapping it tightly in 
tape, or flushing it down 
the toilet. Never crush a 
tick with your fingers. 

Watch Watch for 
any symptoms of tick- 
borne illness, which can 
vary among individu¬ 
als and differ according 
to the disease. A sudden 
fever and rash, severe 
headache, muscle or joint 
aches, nausea, vomiting 
or diarrhea can be signs 
of tick-borne illness. If 
symptoms arise within 
several weeks of remov¬ 
ing a tick, consult your 
healthcare professional 
and tell them about your 
recent tick bite, when it 
occurred and where you 
most likely acquired the 


tick. 

The recent confirma¬ 
tion of tularemia in a cap¬ 
tive wild rabbit in Butler 
County heightens the 
need this year for added 
awareness and precau¬ 
tions to guard against tick 
bites. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife and the Depart¬ 
ment for Public Health 
continue to investigate 
a field trial enclosure 
where the infected rab¬ 
bit carcass was recently 
found. 

Tularemia mostly af¬ 
fects rabbits and rodents 
but is transmissible to 
people and pets. Exposure 
to this rare, but treatable, 
bacterial disease can oc¬ 
cur in a variety of ways, 
including tick bites. 

The two tick species 
people are most likely to 
encounter in Kentucky 
are the lone star tick and 
the American dog tick, 
but there are others found 
in the state. 

The lone star tick is 
an aggressive tick species 
and should not be taken 
lightly by hunters and 
others who enjoy spend¬ 
ing time outdoors. There 
is mounting evidence its 
bite can cause some peo¬ 
ple to develop an allergy 
to red meat. 

While incidences 
of tick-borne disease in 
Kentucky remain low, 
outdoor enthusiasts can 
never be too prepared 
for a potential encounter 
with ticks.
